In his opinion this 
work of improvement can only 
be accomplished through the ju- 
dicious use of carefully selected 
breeding bulls that prove their 
worth in reproduction and im- 
provement. “Money saved in 
the purchase of a herd bull ys- 
ually is money wasted. A few 
hundred dollars more on the 
price of a good herd bull should 
not stop the breeder if he con- 
templates the improvement of 
his cattle” said Mr. Grant. 

Gov. J. D. McGregor was next 
introduced and_ spoke briefly 
concerning the development of 
western Canada, drawing spec- 
ial attention to the fact that 
transportation via Hudson Bay 
was about to be an accomplish- 
ed fact, furnishing an outlet for 
export grain at a saving of per- 
haps seven to ten cents per 
bushe.1 He too was delighted 
with the excellent showing at 
the International and reminded 
his listeners that pure bred cat- 
tle prices in Canada were much 
better than a year ago. About 
this time last year a consignment of cattle 
was sent out to Australia and another con- 
signment of about the same proportions 1s 
being assembled for early export. Mr. Me 
Gregor stressed the importance of breeders 
selecting only the best kind of bulls and 
from good standard families that are wel 
grounded in the qualities desired, if im 
provement is to go on or the present stand- 
ard maintained.

SERVICE TO THE BREED IS OUR CONSTANT AIM 


Immediately following the adjournment from. the annual ban-. 
quet in assembly hall at the Saddle and Sirloin Club on Wednesday 
evening, December 4th, President Oakleigh Thorne called the as- 
semblage to order and proceeded immediately to the business of 
the hour. Upon roll call it was found that a total of 49 delegates 
were present from seventeen different states. Delegates from sev- 
en other districts had been present, some of them at the banquet, 
but had retired before roll call. Thus it proved a decidedly repre- 
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ive group, geographically as well as numerically. 
sg of minutes and officers’ reports were dispensed with 
in as much as these re- 
ports had been prepared, 
properly audited and sup- 
plied in type written form 
for each delegate present. 

The election of offic- 
ers and directors was a 
matter of short duration. 
President Oakleigh Thorne 
of New York, and Vice- 
President E. B. Laflin, of 
Nebraska, were unani- 
mously re-elected to their 
respective positions, as 
was also directors Holmes 
Thompson of Indiana and 
Phillip R. Park of Maine. 
Victor Hoffman of Mis- 
souri was elected to suc- 
ceed John C. Mills whose 
term had expired; Hobart 
Ames, of Tennessee, was 
elected from the South- 
east to succeed F. B. Turn- 
bull of Ohio whose term 
had expired and E. T. Da- 
vis of Iowa succeeded J. 
M. Tudor of Iowa who al- 
so had served full time on 
the board. 

Minor matter held the 
attention of the delegates 
present for a brief time. 
Quite a lengthy discussion 
attended the adoption of a 
resolution supporting the ; 
action of International board in its effort to stop the artificial “fix- 
ing” of the bullocks in the fat competitions. A committee was ap- 
pointed to draft suitable rules and regulations, including the fixing 
of penalties. It seems that the killers statior. has revealed more or 
less “tinkering” with animals in the past. The International peo- 
ple, the various breeders’ associations and the breeders themselves 
as a whole are no longer in a tolerant mood and are moving for- 
ward in a concerted effort to stop the. practice. , 

While the Secretary’s report is quite lengthy we feel that it 
contains much information of value to the fraternity and for that 
reason have decided to publish it in full with one single exception 
—the omission of the list of deceased members reported for the 
past year.

Mr. President and Members of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. 

I respectfully submit the following report which covers the 
— of the Association for the fiscal year ending October 31, 

9. 

The past year has been one of encouragement to Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders. Conditions generally have been very much im- 


proved by an increased demand for good breeding cattle at higher 
prices than have been received at any time since the beginning of 
the agricultural depression. 


New interest in the breed has been 
developed in many sec- 
tions of the country which 
makes the outlook for the 
breed extremely favorable 
at this time. While there 
has been no marked in- 
crease in the number of 
registrations and _ trans- 
fers recorded during the 
past year, there has been 
a noticeable number of 
applications from breed- 
ers who have recorded 
very few cattle in recent 
years. 

Sales of females in 
carload lots have been 
more numerous during the 
past season, indicating a 
revival of interest in the 
establishment and rebuild- 
ing of pure bred herds. 
There have been periods 
of discouragement to the 
cattle feeders, especially 
those who purchased high 
priced feeders in the fall 
of 1928. On the other hand 
the producers who main- 
tained a beef breeding 
herd and finished their 
surplus calves for market 
have received prices that 
have made the business 
profitable. This is espec- 
ially true of producers 
who used high class pure bred bulls and produced cattle of out- 
standing quality. 

The demand for pure bred bulls of quality has been excellent. 
Many breeders report that they are entirely sold out of bulls of 
serviceable age and have disposed of bull calves to take care of 
their trade. More breeders have been in the market for outstand- 
ing herd bulls which indicates that the breeders realize more than 
ever the importance of selecting outstanding herd bulls in order to 
make the necessary improvement. ; : 

The 1929 show season has been one of outstanding accomplish- 
ments. The exhibits of breeding cattle have been the sensation of 
the beef cattle exhibits at nearly all the leading fairs of the coun- 
try.

With no small degree of success 4-H’ers 
vied with master feeders and fitters in the finals—proving con- 
clusively the positive educational value of this splendid institution 
—the Chicago International. It must have been plainly evident to 
the management that Barney Heide’s big show has outgrown its 
quarters. This is no longer a three ring affair. In the language 
of the “big tops” this stupenduous aggregation now clamors for 
bigger and better housing—would it not be a grand and glorious 
feelin’ when one enters the gates of the 1931 International -exhibi- 
tion grounds to know that the new plant was the finest in all the 
world? Now wouldn’t it? 

Manager Heide is to 
be congratulated on the 
splendid fashion in which 
he conducts this gigantic 
enterprise. The manage- 
ment is to be congratulat- 
ed upon its sincere en- 
deavor to serve as an edu- 
cational institution par 
excellence. The recent 
movement to exclude il- 
legitimate showmanship 
practices from the various 
competitions is to be high- 
ly commended and should 
be supported to the last 
ditch. Mature America 
must set a clean example 
of the generation stepping 
into our shoes if our cattle 
industry is to advance to 
solid ground and there re- 
main for the future. 

There were thousands 
of things of interest at 
this International; the 
grain show and all the 
governmental displays, as 
well as the very attractive 
display of meats in the 
“Meat Shoppe.”

Ever attend a real auction sale, where a 
jolly big auctioneer sold an Aberdeen-Angus 
calf to the tune of $8.25 per pound live 
weight? There is a thrill attendant to such 
an experience. Being an Aberdeen-Angus 
champion steer at the Chicago International 
is some honor in itself, and to win prizes to 
the value of better than a thousand dollars 
is still another honor. But to make the 
world’s record price of $8.25 per pound is an 
honor not to be surpassed. All these thrills 
and honors accompanied young Elliott 
Brown of Rose Hill, lowa, and the showing 
and selling of his grand champion Aber- 
deen-Angus bullock which was also the 
grand champion bullock over all breeds un- 
der the critical eye of Judge Walter Biggar, 
of Dalbeattie, Scotland, who pronounced 
this to be the best calf of any breed or any 
land ever to come under his inspection. 

The auction day follows the showing of 
all these bullocks. The International grand 
champion bullock is sold in the auction 
arena over at the yards just at the opening 
= the sale which annually includes the car- 
ots. 

John Bowles, in a masterful discourse 
lauded the splendid work of this Brown lad, 
who is none other than our own fine son of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Brown of Rose Hill, 
Iowa, our own because he has been bred in 
an Aberdeen-Angus atmosphere for many 
generations. Then Mr. Bowles introduced 
John Clay, president of the International 
Live Stock Exposition, who was delighted 
again to greet such an enthusiastic audience 
—the seats and the ring being packed to 
capacity with spectators and bidders. Then 
a jolly big fellow called Col. Gross, appear- 
ed and began immediately to separate that 
crowd from its money, offering in return 
first the International grand champion bul- 
lock, then the International grand champion 
carlot owned by Ed. Hall of Illinois. 

Before he got into play the “mike” was 
pulled down into position and the switch 
turned that the whole world might have an 
opportunity to know what was going to 
happen to Elliott Brown’s fine steer. No one 
seemed interested at first. Looked like no 
one wanted this good calf, and we were 
wondering whether it would be necessary to 
lead him out of the ring when someone piped 
up with a bid of 50 cents per pound. Gee, 
that was nearly five hundred dollars for the 
calf weighed about a thousand pounds. That 
was a lot of money and it seemed like every- 
one else thought so too, for the audience 
stood spellbound—apparently. 


Suddenly someone said 60 and there was 
another lull, maybe he had said too much. 
In a short while someone else got going and 
then the fight was on. The figures and 
dashes following indicate the changes in the 
amounts as they soared to a new world’s 
record. My note book looks like this: 75-1- 
2-2%4 -3-3 4 -4-4%4-5-5%4-6-6 14 -7-74%4-8-8% — 
J. C. Penney of the J. C. Penney Company, 
New York. That’s history all in a string 
and indicates the interest this fine gentle- 
man has in the welfare and the promotion 
of the work being done by our young men 
and women in the animal husbandry line. 

We caught Mr. McCaulley of Mt. Kisco, 
New York, who last year purchased the 
grand champion carcass at a world’s record 


price, bidding on this calf; Jimmy Dodge 
who was standing at the side of Mr. Penney 
was nodding for the latter, Mr. H. O. Har- 
rison, of the firm of Harrison & Ryan, of 
Harlan, Iowa, was bidding for the Saddle 
& Sirloin Club of Chicago, and frequently 
others would chime in, all of which went to 
make this one of the most exciting moments 
of our short life. Secretary Tomhave, who 
stood in the box with telegram in hand was 
soon out of soap in this race. Judge Wal- 
ter Biggar and Judge Grant stood aghast 
as the American dollars rolled over the rail 
into Elliott Brown’s pocket. It was a great 
day for Elliott Brown and his family for 
they were all present. It was a great day 
for the Aberdeen-Angus breed and it was a 
great day for Mr. Penney whose name will 
long remain on the lips of the youth of this 
land as a friend, and for his appreciation 
of the work these youngsters are doing. 

Mr. Hall’s grand champion carlot, one of 
the finest ever to grace this ring passed to 
the A. & B. Stores, of Allentown, Pennsyl- 
vania, at 35 cents per pound. The fifteen 
steers averaged 955 pounds. Among the 
contenders in this event was our good 
friend Mr. McCaulley who declares that he 
is unable to procure a sufficient number of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle of this quality to 
supply his ever increasing trade. Mr. Mc- 
Caulley stated that he had been using from 
a thousand to twelve hundred such bullocks 
each year. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hall were both in the auc- 
tion stand. It was announced that Mr. Hall 
had won ten International grand champion- 
ships in the carlot division of this show, the 
total being equal to about one-third of the 
grand championships awarded since the 
show began. Following the Hall load oth- 
er loads including the Tolan cattle passed 
in review and were appraised by an appreci- 
ative buying clientele. At this juncture Sec- 
retary Tomhave announced to Judge Grant 
and his clerks that the breeding classes 
were awaiting us in the arena so we squeez- 
ed our way out of the mass of people and 
went to work again. 

These notes are prepared while the show 
is still going on in order that this issue of 
the Journal may bring to you at least a 
few of the highlights of the Big Interna- 
tional show. There will be more next time.

dits of the crowd. They did not compete, 


but were drawn out, as the sensational ani- 
mals of the show, to have an expert put a 
tape-line over them. Strangely enough, the 
measurement revealed that in height, 
breadth, spread of loin and length of quar- 
ter the two were identical. 

Then, too, in our holy of holies Mr. Mc- 
McCombie is to be once more with his illus- 
trious fellow-Aberdonian, Amos  Cruick- 
shank, founder of the modern beef type 
Shorthorn. And there is the one and only 
Barclay of Ury, whose portrait has long 
adorned those walls. 

In honoring the memory of these grand 
old men, we are of course trying to express 
the feeling that to them we owe the prec- 
ious breed material with which we are now 
working. If I were asked to name the 
greatest half-dozen figures in all bovine 
history, insofar as relates to the beef 
breeds, I should most assuredly include the 
— of McCombie very near the top of the 
ist. 


In this presence it seems quite unneces- 
sary to enter into any particular detail as 
to the career which so emphatically justi- 
fies this presentation. I am sorry that our 
International President, Mr. Clay, could not 
be present upon this occasion, for, aside 
from Mr. Robert Campbell, McCombie Auld, 
nephew of the great laird of Tillyfour, 
whom we are glad we have with us tonight, 
John Clay is probably the only man in 
America who ever saw the subject of this 
portrait. 

In the recent past I have had occasion to 
make something of a study of William Mc- 
Combie’s work, and the deeper I delve into 
the record, and the more closely I inquire 
into the factors making up the success of 
those who followed him, the higher grows 
my appreciation and admiration of the al- 
most incalculable service rendered by this 
man to the Aberdeen-Angus cause. The skill 
with which he blended and concentrated 
favorite bloods, the success met with at all 
the great British national shows, the per- 
fection of his farming, the great bands of 
Christmas bullocks fed each year for the 
London market, his service to his country 
as a member of the House of Commons, and 
his final triumph at the French Universal 
Exposition of 1878, where his group was 
made grand champion over all breeds, com- 
bine to mark him what I call a Master of 
the Art of Arts. 

The story of William McCombie relates 
in a general way to the period from 1830 to 
1880, and is an inspiration to every young 
man who loves good cattle and is ambitious 
to succeed. Leasing from his father, at 25 
years of age, a 2,000-acre estate in the vale 
of Alford, West Aberdeenshire, he began 
the remarkable work that made the name 
and fame of McCombie and the Aberdeen 
Polls known unto the uttermost ends of the 
earth. The news of his Paris triumph reach- 
ed the States just at the time when Ameri- 
can cattlemen were expanding their horizon 
to include other breeds than the old favor- 
ite Shorthorn, and an intense curiosity was 
aroused to learn more about this new Rich- 
mond in the beef-producing field. Experts 
from all lands, in fact, made Tillyfour their 
Mecca to study the Master’s methods, not 
only as a breeder and feeder, but as one of 
the first farmers of the United Kingdom. 
Upon his death in 1880 his mantle fell, by 
general consent, upon Sir George Macpher- 
son Grant. 

Tabulation of the great mass of pedigrees 
recorded since William McCombie’s time 
will reveal the major part played by Tilly- 
four bulls in the final flowering of the 
breed. The work of this man is not to be 
measured in mere terms of Prides and

“Dear Mr. Auld: 

“I duly received yours, and I am delight. 
ed to think that the memory of that great 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder, rightly termed 
‘the deliverer of the breed’ is to be perpet- 
uated, by his portrait being hung in the hall 
of the Saddle and Sirloin Club, on the initi- 
ative of the enthusiastic Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder, Mr. Oakleigh Thorne. 

“It needs no words of mine to extoll the 
work of Mr. Wm. McCombie. When I was 
a boy at school, fourteen years of age, my 
blood was enthused by his great win at the 
Smithfield Club Show of 1867—probably the 
most romantic of all wins at that excellent 
show, the first time an Aberdeen-Angus had 
been Champion there. The interest taken 
in the win, was very materially enhanced 
by the fact that Her Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria, commanded that the bullock should be 
taken to the Windsor farm for her inspec- 
tion; and not only was such a humble indi- 
vidual as myself interested, but it was the 
cause of Her Majesty establishing a herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle at Abergeldie, 
which has since been carried on successful- 
ly, by our late King, Edward VII, and now 
by King George V. This great victory at 
Smithfield in 1867, was followed by, if I 
may say so, an even greater triumph at the 
Paris Exhibition of 1878, when Mr. Me- 
Combie’s group was awarded the premier 
prize, by a jury of 31 men, in competition 
with all other breeds entered for this extra- 
ordinary contest. : 

“Mr. Alvin Sanders’ great work, The His- 
tory of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, has given us 
so recently and so fully, all that is worth 
saying in the history of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, that it needs no words of mine to en- 
dorse his description of the life work of Mr. 
William McCombie. : 

“The Saddle and Sirloin Club, in honor- 
ing the memory of that great breeder, Is 
also honoring itself, and the other great 
breeders whose portraits already adorn the 
Hall. Yours sincerely, (Signed) J. J. Crid- 
lam.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Auld’s address 
the session adjourned that the room might 
be cleared and put in shape for the annual 
business meeting of the Association whic 
was convened within a very few minutes.

Board. Numerous meetings and conferences 
in the interest of this work have been at- 
tended by the secretary. 

A considerable number of state associa- 
tion picnics and live stock tours in the in- 
terest of Aberdeen-Angus cattle were at- 
tended during the year. These contacts 
made it possible to interest new people in 
the breed and to give information in regard 
to the Association to its members. 

Publications and Publicity. 

The office has prepared during the year 
booklets setting forth the merits of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. 12,500 booklets entitled 
“Aberdeen-Angus Record” were printed and 
distributed. 10,000 leaflets entitled “Why 
Breed Aberdeen-Angus” have been printed 
and distributed. In addition to these book- 
lets numerous feature articles and special 
news items have been prepared during the 
year. This material has heen extensively 
used by the agricultural press and live stock 
publications. Funds have not permitted the 
adoption of an extensive paid advertising 
program, but space has been used in a num- 
ber of live stock papers in special issues. 
The material for Volume 37 of the Herd 
Book has been completed and the book will 
be ready for distribution in January 1930. 
A new score card for Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle has been prepared and will be ready for 
distribution early in 1930. 

Baby Beef Clubs. 


The past year has been an outstanding 
one for Aberdeen-Angus in the boys and 
girls’ calf clubs. A greater number of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus calves have been fed and the 
quality has been unexcelled. In most cases 
the calves supplied by breeders for club 
work have been superior to those of prev- 
ious years. The demand for suitable calves 
for calf club work is constantly on the in- 
crease as the merits of Aberdeen-Angus 
become better known. The grand cham- 
pionship in the junior division has been won 
by Aberdeen-Angus at 18 out of 26 of the 
leading state or national shows held during 
1929. Prices received at the auction sales 
of club calves have been satisfactory and 
have been a means of creating a greater in- 
terest in the proper feeding of calves for 
club work. 

Fairs and Expositions. 

Slightly more than $16,000 was paid in 
special premiums at fairs and expositions 
in the breeding classes and for baby beef 
clubs. These premiums were a means of 
encouraging exhibits of breeding and fat 
cattle at the leading shows of the country 
and increasing the number of entries in the 
junior division.

There was a slight increase in the num- 
ber of cattle recorded during 1929 compar- 
ed with the number recorded in 1928; a 
slight decrease in the number of transfers 
recorded and four less new members who 
joined the Association in 1929 compared 
with 1928. 

Enrollment of New Members. 

The 120 new members received during the 
year are located in the following states to- 
gether with the number in each state. Iowa 
again took the lead in the number of new 
members enrolled with a total of 21; Mis- 
souri was a close second with 19 new mem- 
bers; New York 10 as compared with three 
of last year, making this state third on the 
list. Other states enrolled new members as 
follows: Illinois 8; North Dakota and Ten- 
nessee 6 each; Ohio 5; Georgia, Kentucky, 
Nebraska, South Dakota and West Virginia 
4 each; Indiana, Maryland and Virginia 3 
each; Colorado, Kansas, Louisiana, 2 each;

New Breeders. 

A considerable number of new herds of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been establish- 
ed during the year. These have not been 
confined to any one section of the country 
but quite generally distributed throughout 
the country. One of the most significant 
and encouraging indications of the increas- 
ed interest in Aberdeen-Angus cattle is the 
addition of new names upon the records of 
the Association to whom cattle were trans- 
ferred during the year. Cattle were trans- 
ferred to 1404 new brezeders in 43 states,

There was an increase of eleven breeders 
over 1928 who registered 25 or more cattle 
during the year. These 62 breeders regis- 
tered 31.22 per cent of all the cattle record- 
ed during the year. 

Finances. 

The receipts for the Association during 
the year were $44,941.98 compared with 
$45,156.61 in 1928. Current expenses dur- 
ing the year were $41,411.33 leaving a bal- 
ance of $3,530.65 of income over expendi- 
ture. The amount held in reserve upon the 
account of the Association for uncompleted 
work and credit balance of breeders has 
been reduced during the year from $6,544.85 
to $5,837.85. The surplus funds of the As- 
sociation are invested in industrial first 
mortgage gold bonds bearing from 5 per 
cent to 6 per cent interest. The total assets 
of the Association has been increased dur- 
ing the year from $35,559.39 to $39,923.51 
and represented by the following items: 
Cash on hand $4,346.39; investments and 
accrued interest $30,565.45; office furniture 
and fixtures $5,009.67; record and herd 
books $2.00. 

Liabilities are as follows: Unearned fees 
received, uncompleted work and credit bal- 
ances, $5,837.85. Reserved for printing 
pedigrees $3,314.40, surplus $30,771.26 mak- 
ing a total of $39,923.15. 

In closing the report I wish to express My 
appreciation for the splendid support re 
ceived from the members, the officers an 
the Board of Directors of the Association.
